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Hiroshi Hara* : Supplementary notes on flowering plants of 
Mt. Mitsumine, Ghichibu 
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Betula chichibuensis Hara, sp. nov. (Sect. Costatae) (Fig. 1) 

Arbor. Ramuli hornotini praecipue versus apicem dense villosi vix glandulosi,

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annotini glabrescentes brunneo-fusci, lenticellis minutis conspersi. Gemmae oblongo- 
ovatae acutiusculae brunneae vix nitidae, squamis dorso tenuiter villosis. Folia 
ovata vel oblongo-ovata apice breviter acuminata basi rotundata vel late cuneata 
margine minute inaequaliter duplicato-serrata, serris acuminatis 0.5-1.5 mm longis, 
crasse chartacea 3-6cm longa 1.5-3.2cm lata, nervis utrinque (11) 14-18 inter se 
2-3 mm distantibus supra distincte impressis infra valde prominentibus, primo utrin¬ 
que dense albo-sericeo-villosa demum glabrescentia sed infra saltern secus nervos 
dense albo-sericea, infra pallide viridia eglandulosa; petioli 4-7 mm longi albo- 
sericeo-villosi; stipulae oblongo-ovatae acutae tenuiter villosae. Amenta florifera 
masculo ad apicem ramuli elongati 2-4 terminalia vel axillaria sessilia, pendula; 
bracteae ovatae obtusiusculae ciliatae et dorso parce villosae brunneae ad apicem 
fuscae; pedicelli dense villosi; filamenta brevissima apice breviter bifida; antherae 
ellipticae 1-1.2 mm longae; grana pollinis 3-poroidata. Amenta foemina ignota. 

Nom. Jap. Chichibu-minebari (nom. nov.) 

Hab. Honshu. Prov. Musashi: circa Mae-shiraiwa (ca. 1550 m), in montibus 
Mitsumine, Chichibu (H. Hara, Sep. 8, 1955, fl. juv. masc.—typus in Herb. TI). 
Mt. Buk6, Chichibu (H. Hara, Apr. 29, 1934, fl. masc. & Mai. 24, 1953). 

This species, although female catkins are unknown, seems to be closely allied 
to B. grossa and B. Schmidtii . In Japan B. grossa Sieb. et Zucc. is pretty vari¬ 
able in the shape and the size of leaves, the pubescence, and the shape of strobiles 
and fruiting bracts, but I agree with Schneider’s opinion (1916) in uniting B. car- 
pinifolia Sieb. et Zucc. and B. ulmifolia Sieb. et Zucc. with B. grossa. And B. 
sollenis Koidzumi (1930), B. acuminatifolia Vassiliev (1942), and B. pseudolenta 
Vassiliev (1942), all described from Japan, are also included within the range of 
variations in S. grossa. 

This new birch can be distinguished from polymorphic B. grossa in having 
shorter-petioled leaves rounded at the base, finely serrated, and with numerous 14- 
18 pairs of deeply impressed veins, more densely villose young branchlets, and 
thinly villose bud-scales, acutish thinly villose bracts of male catkins, and its dark- 
coloured twigs have no fragrance which is characteristic in B. grossa , B. lenta 
L. and B. corylifolia Regel et Maxim. While B. grossa has leaves usually ± cordate 
at the base, with coarse long acuminate teeth, and with fewer (8) 10—15 pairs of 
veins, chestnut-brown branchlets, and lustrous bud-scales only ciliate on the margin. 

It differs also from B. Schmidtii Regel by many-nerved leaves with acuminate 
teeth, and densely villose young leaves and branchlets without distinct glands.
